‘Here are the boundaries—now get on with it’

SAN BERNARDINO—If popes, pre- 
sidents and others can be viewed over 
their first 100 days in office, a bishop 
should at least be given the same 
opportunity. With this in mind we 
approached the new bishop of San 
Bernardino. 

Bishop Phillip F. Straling, 106 days 
into his.episcopacy last week, 
compared the start of a new diocese 
with starting a new parish. 

“HERE ARE THE boundaries, they 
say, and now get on with it,” was how 
he described Rome’s instructions toa 
new bishop starting a new diocese. 

“We take it for granted that all the 

-departments and organizations 
-@xist—and then we find they don’t” he 
added, with the ready smile which has 
carried him through a not uneventful 
first 100 days since his ordination as 
bishop in Riverside on Nov. 6, 1978. 

There were no real surprises, he 
recalls, and most of the work up to 
now has been organizational. “You 
just go to work, get a building, get 
staff, organize functions.” 

THERE HAS, of course, been much 
more than that and a Diocesan 
Pastoral Center now exists on the 
corner of Magnolia and D streets in 
San Bernardino, where the diocese 
has purchased a two-story building. 

Bishop Straling has had no real 

_ disappointments, he told me. “It’s 
been a very enjoyable time, with 
wonderful cooperation of the people,” 
he added. He listed priests, deacons, 
sisters, brothers and laity—all being 
supportive, and he expressed his 
gratitude for the ‘overwhelming 


support and backing of the people.” 
Yes, he’s had his frustrations, of 
course. “You just don’t have all the 
vehicles for the task. There’s nobody 
trained. They existed in the old 
diocese, but we have to start from 
scratch.” Once again he compli- 
mented the people who have been 
“patient and understanding.” 


AS TO PROBLEMS, he finds no 
major problem aside from financial. 


-There are “serious matters” to work 


on, but no different from other 
dioceses. 

“There is a real need to look at the 
needs of the Hispanic people,” he 
said. “We have to work in evangeliza- 
tion to help our parishes come alive 
in the faith, to reach out to the 
lukewarms, the Sunday Catholics 
first, and start a true evangelization 
process.” 

He is very pleased that the priests of 
the diocese are involved in the Dwyer 
Program (see story below), and that 
90 percent of them have been through 
the first retreats. 

“It's got the procedures for the 
ongoing fraternity and spiritual 
development of priests,” he said. 


HIS DIOCESAN consultors, in a 
break with tradition, are not solely 
priests. “We have two sisters on the 
board and we are hoping for laity 
representation soon,” he said. The 
consultors are the principal advisers 
to a bishop and traditionally have 
been priests. 

But Bishop Straling stresses “laity 
involvement” and “shared responsi- 
bility” in his diocese. 

Those financial problems which

Priests of San Diego diocese are ‘basically healthy’

The priests of the San Diego 
diocese rate good marks by the 
Center for Human Development 
at Notre Dame University for their 
Capability to accommodate to the 
stress of the times. 

In the report on the first phase 
of the “ministry to priests” pro- 
gram of “holistic” development of 
the priests, the center finds them 
“pasically healthy persons.” 

THE REPORT ADDS: ‘‘It is 
important to consider ¢this) in 
relation to the position which 
American priests are in today. The 
demands being made on them in 
our era are probably the greatest 
in the history of the priesthood.” 

The report is based on findings 
from the five assessment in- 
struments used by priests in con- 
junction with the Dwyer Program 
of priestly renewal and develop- 


ment which started a year ago in 


the San Diego diocese. 
It is also being implemented in 
the San Bernardino diocese. 


Another 36 dioceses in the United 
States also are using the program. 

THE ASSESSMENTS cover nine 
areas such as self-concept, inner- 
directedness, authority, prin- 
cipled morality, personal orienta- 
tion and openness to the tran- 
scedent. On a voluntary basis, 
priests were asked to complete 
certain test evaluation papers. 

In the personal orientation 
inventory, the report states that 


the priests, compared to most 


Americans, “do have better than 
average self-concepts. 

“However, their's and other's 
high expectations incline them to 
judge themselves harshly when 
they don't measure up to stand- 
ard.” 

The report also indicates there 
is great openness to God in the 
lives of the priests. 


ON THE SPIRITUAL orientation 
inventory, 69 percent of the 
priests responded that they 
sometimes have a direct ex- 
perience of the transcedent in 


their lives. Another 16 percent 
declared that they frequently have 
such responses. 

On the same scale, 92 percent 
of the priests indicated that they 
believe God intervenes in their 
daily lives and 96 percent 
indicated that they believed that 
they can experience God within 
themselves if they open them- 
selves to the experience. 

The research report “shows the 
conditions for growth are present 
in the San Diego priests. You are 
experiencing real needs, and you 
are fairly confident in many 
areas.” 


THE RECOMMENDATION is 
that each priest should meet “with 
a competent person” of his choice 
and specify how the research 
findings apply in his own case. 

The research “also indicates 
that many of you (the priests) are 
experiencing loneliness and are 
finding little opportunity to relate 


_deeply to other people. 


“Many of you have cited the 


need for sharing, dialogue and 
priestly fraternity,” according to 
the summary. 

The recommendation is that 
each priest should join a support 
group. These have already been 
established, and about nine 
groups have already met. 

EACH GROUP consists of eight 
to ten fellow priests who meet 
from 4 p.m. one day through noon 
on the next, ending with a 


_ communal mass. The groups 


relate to recreational needs, 
community building and study. 

Father Stephen Dunn has been 
named by Bishop Leo T. Maher as 
director of continuing education 
under the program to coordinate 
the needs of the priests. 

The Center for Human Develop- 
ment recommends that regular 
meetings of priests should be held 
with the director individually and 
as teams. 

THE CENTER ALSO commends 
the bishop for appointing a full-

JERUSALEM—Catholic-Jewish' relations have 
improved significantly in recent years, especially 
since the Catholic church said it is not seeking 
Jewish converts, according to the head of the 
Interreligious Affairs Department of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations. 


VATICAN CITY—Lent should be a time to “free . 
oneself from the slaveries of a civilization that is 
always urging people on to greater comfort and 
consumption” and to help the poor “escape from 
inhuman conditions and reach true human 
advancement,” said Pope John Paul Il in his 1979 
lenten message. 


LONDON—The Anglican church is in close 
contact with Catholic leaders on the issue of female 
ordination, said Anglican Archbishop Donald 
Coggan of Canterbury. 

VATICAN CITY—Pope John Paul I! endorsed “the 
theology of liberation” and the recent deliberations 
of the Latin American bishops.

Asks support from Hispanic bishops 


PADRES group plans new strategy

SAN BERNARDINO—Cla- 
retian Father Luis Olivares, 
the new president of 
PADRES, an organization of 
Hispanic-American priests, 
has called for a new strate- 
gy for the organization and 
greater financial support 


from the nation’s Hispanic 


bishops. 


Father Olivares, 45, pas- 
tor of Our Lady of Soledad 
church in East Los Angeles, 
was elected president of 
PADRES at the 850-mem- 
ber organization’s annual 
meeting held in San Ber- 
nardino. he is the first Calif- 
ornian to head PADRES. 


PADRES WAS in the fore- 
front of those criticizing the 
appointment of a non-His- 
panic, Bishop Phillip Stral- 
ing, to head the newly 
created San Bernardino 
diocese. 

But, Father Olivares said, 
“I’m committed to the 
reorganizing of this body 


- into a viable strategy group 


for the Hispanic agenda 
that no longer chases after 
trains that have left the 
station and no longer is 
involved in crying sessions, 
whether in Washington or 
San Bernardino.” 


Father Olivares also said 
he wants Hispanic bishops 
to support PADRES at the 
rate of $10,000 to $15,000 
a year to show they take the 


organization seriously. 


“THEY'VE TOLD us they 
support us, but we want a 
deeper sense of commit- 
ment, which to me trans- 
lates interms of dollars,” he 
said at a press conference. 


There are now eight 
Hispanic bishops in the 
United States, with one 
more who has been ap- 
pointed but has not yet 
been installed. 


Bishop Straling and.two 
Hispanic prelates—Bishop 
Patrick Flores of El! Paso, 
Texas, and Auxiliary Bishop 


Gilbert Chavez of San Die-’ 


go—attended the PADRES 
meeting earlier inthe week. 


BISHOP STRALING 
pledged support for the 
Hispanic movement. Bish- 
op Chavez admitted he was 
“a little bitter’ about being 
passed over for the San 
Bernardino post, but said: 
“We can protest. But let’s 
do it with the mind of 
Christ.” 


-PADRES also passed 
several resolutions. The 
group:

That campaign has a goal of 
$500,000 in ‘advance 
gifts” to finance such needs 
as the Diocesan Pastoral 
Center (administrative 
properties) and furnish- 
ings. 

These are some of the 
ministries and services 
which will be financed out 
of the Development and 
Ministry Fund: 

—The Center for Catholic 
Ministry, which serves the 
religious education needs 
of public school children.as 
well as families, CCD 
teachers, parents and the 


varied-parish ministries; 


—Campus ministries at 
the University of California 
at Riverside; California 
State University, San 
Bernardino; the University 
of Redlands and San 
Bernardino Valley College; 

—Hispanic. evangeliza- 
tion and catechetics, 
including the Equipo 
Pastoral (Pastoral Team); 

—Family life programs, 
materials and lectures; 

—Catholic ‘Charities, 
which includes Catholic 
Social Services, Mexican- 
American Social Services, 
the Mexican-American 
Commission, the Black 
Commission and mission to 
the handicapped; 


—Clergy benefits, includ- 
ing medical insurance for 
retired priests who are not 
covered by a pension plan, 
and continuing education 
for priests; 

—A diaconate fund to 
provide for men in training 
for the permanent dia- 
conate; and, 


—Seminarians and voca- 
tions fund, to provide for 
men preparing for the 
priesthood in seminaries 
in San Diego and other 
parts of the country. 


THE DIOCESE’S two 
Catholic high schools, 
Notre Dame in Riverside 
and Aquinas in San 
Bernardino, will continue to 
institute their own fund- 
raising campaigns. They 
will not be included in the 
diocesan-wide campaign. 


Operation Rice Bowl to aid needy families

Operation Rice Bowl 
(ORB), a six-week program 
of family prayer and.sacri- 
fice, is being conducted 
during Lent in most Sees 
throughout the country to 
aid needy families in the 
U.S. and around the world. 


Catholic Relief Services 
(CRS), the official overseas 
aid and development agen- 
cy of the U.S. bishops, is 
sponsoring the program for 
the fourth year. 

ONCE A WEEK families 
are requested to eat a low- 
cost meal and pray for other 
less-fortunate families 
around the globe. 


The difference between 
the price of the “sacrificial” 
meal and their regular meal 
is to be placed in a card- 
board “rice-bowl” ora can 
which is kept on the dining 
table. 


Each Sunday during 
ORB, families are encour- 
aged to bring their offering 
to the parish “rice bowl.” 


TWENTY-FIVE percent of 
the proceeds are to be used 
within the diocese to allevi- 
ate poverty and’suffering on 
the local level. 


CRS uses its 75 percent 
share for self-help and 
community development 
work in 86 countries. : 


For example, in Jordan, 
45,183 fruit trees distribut- 
ed to small farmers in the 
past two years have helped 
stop erosion and have in- 
creased the farmers’ in- 
come. 


IN AFRICA, where nine 
countries are experiencing 
a drought, $300;000 will 
help meet emergency 
needs. for transportation, 
storage and supervision of 
food. 


In the Dominican Re- 
public, farmers in 150 com- 
munities will benefit from 
an $83,000 agricultural 
marketing project designed 
to give small-scale farmers 


. a greater degree of control 


over the marketing system. 


Last year, CRS channeled 
$2.7 million in Operation 


‘Rice Bowl funds to the 


needy in the world. 


The cardboard “rice 
bowls” or marked wrappers 
for a collection can are 
being sent directly to par- 
ishes from CRS headquart- 
ers in New York, according 
to Msgr. Joseph Topping, 
CRS representative for the 
San Diego diocese. 


“Operation Rice Bowl,” he 
said, “is one of the most ef- 
fective ways available for 
Catholics to take part in the 
corporal works of mercy 
dictated by Christ.” ©

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Pope speaks 


In evangelization and in the gospel message are 
found the most profound source of the liberation of 
man. 

Liberation is certainly a reality of faith, one of the 
fundamental themes of the Bible, inscribed 
profoundly in the saving mission of Christ, in the 
work of redemption, in his teaching. This theme 
has never ceased to constitute the content of the 
spiritual life of Christians. 

The conference of the Latin American bishops 
witnesses that this theme returns in a new 
historical context. Therefore it must be taken up 


again in the teaching of the church, intheology and - 


in pastoral work. 


The contexts are different, but the reality of the 
liberty “by which Christ has liberated us” is 
universal. The task of theology is to discover its true 
significance in diverse and concrete historical and 
contemporary contexts. : 

Christ himself connects, in a particular way, 
liberation with the awareness of truth. “Know the 
truth, and the truth will make you free.” 


Truth has a prophetic force. We find this 


prophetic force of truth in the teaching of Christ. As 
a prophet, as a witness of truth, Christ repeatedly 
opposed untruth.—To a general audience. 


Mirror of justice 

The judiciary activity of the church is by its deny 
nature pastoral. The church’s court system is 
meant chiefly as a means of protecting human 
rights and the common good. 

Canon law serves a supremely educative 
function, individual and social, in its aim of creating 
an ordered and fruitful living together, in which the 
integral development of the human-Christian 
person might take root and grow. 

Perhaps the 20th century will designate. the 
church as the chief bulwark of support for the 
human person in the whole span of his earthly life, 
right from his conception. 

The church’s penal law and the threat of 
ecclesiastical penalties also play a role in 
protecting individual rights. Two years ago Pope 
Paul VI said: 

“But the fundamental rights of the baptized are 
not efficacious and cannot be exercised if anyone 
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ignores the duties connected with them by baptism 
itself, especially if anyone remains unconvinced 
that the same rights must be exercised in 
communion with the church.” 

The church must always strive to be “the mirror 
of justice,” because it is the permanent incarnation 
of the prince of justice. 

The church must at least strive to attain justice 
and respect for persons, but beyond justice, it must 
aim at equity, and beyond this, at charity.—To 
lawyers and judges of the Roman Rota, the church’s 
main court of appeals.

Unfortunately, the word homicide is 
misleading in that it directs our attention 
only to the life for a life aspect of the 
situation. But the thinking Christian looks 
beyond the mere continuance or termina- 
tion of earthly life in his even deeper 
concern about the terrible destructive- 
ness injuring all of humanity that is built

into the disregard of the right to life. 


That is why, although charity towards 
the murderer might encourage us not to 
exact the death penalty in a particular 
case, charity towards our neighbors will 


not let us categorically condemn every - 


application of the death penalty.

We were talking...about Lent and 
fasting and abstinence and the value 
of discipline. 

Discipline is not a popular word 
anymore. Indeed, the common idea of 
discipline as punishment or a 
rigorous repression of one’s natural 
needs or desires, may not be entirely 
healthy. But discipline, particularly 
self-discipline, can be enormously 
enriching. 

FORTUNATELY the days are gone 
when such things as flagellation and 


- excessive fasting were approved 


means of subjugating the “flesh.” 
Today we lean towards more psycho- 
logical methods and seek first the 
kingdom of mind control. 

Nonetheless, fasting as a personal 
discipline is regaining favor, although 
more outside the church than in it. 
Various programs and routines touted 
in the secular press, which are 
designed to improve the “quality” of 
living, mention modified fasting as an 
aid to healthy minds and bodies. 

It is interesting that this should 
come at a time when the church has 
radically de-emphasized fasting as a

OUTPOST ON POVERTY FLAT by Charles 
J. Gleeson. Books, P.O. Box 1396, Central 
Valley, CA 96001. 130 pages. $6.95 pb. 


Catholic church history in California 
leans heavily toward the Spanish missions 
and the church in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. The church in Northern Cali- 
fornia, being relatively late to the scene, 
has been largely left alone. 


Gleeson began this book as a history of 
St. Joseph church in Redding on the 
occasion of its 100th anniversary in 1967. 
Gradually he increased the scope of the 


story to cover the Catholic pioneers in — 


On the screens

Those old enough to remember the 
Great Depression can probably recall the 


great controversy occasioned by James T.- 


Farrell's novels about life in an Irish 
neighborhood on Chicago’s South Side. 


Dramatized as a three-part miniseries, 
Farrell’s trilogy, Studs Lonigan, will air 
Wednesdays, March 7, 14 and 21, at 9 
p.m. on NBC. 


Published between 1932-1935, the 
trilogy was perceived by many at the time 
.as an attack on the Irish, the church and 
morality in general. Reconsidered today, 
Farrell’s tragic story of one youth's revolt 
against his heritage can be seen as an 
attack on the spiritual rootlessness of 
modern urban culture. 


This TV adaptation advises viewers that 
the characters portrayed are “raw reflect- 
ions of their ethnic backgrounds” and that 
their story is a “realistic echo of urban 
America as it used to be.” 


The narrative spans the years 1915 to 
1929, recording in depressing detail the 
inexorable downward progress of a classic 
non-achiever. It begins at the high point of 
his life—graduation from grammar school 
with dreams of pitching a no-hitter for the 
White Sox—and ends with his death

mandatory observance at certain 
times. Perhaps, like meditation, 
fasting will see a popular revival in the 
church following its espousal by 
secular.groups! — 


IN ANY CASE, the fact that fasting is 
no longer mandatory does not mean 
that it has no value as both a voluntary 
self-discipline and an expression of 
Christian commitment. 

As a religious community, we 
Catholics deny ourselves much less in 
this way than, say, Muslims or Jews, 


Hindus or Oriental-Christian church- ~ 


es. And yet fasting is traditionally a 
sign of human transcendence—an 
admission of the primacy of our 
spiritual being over the physical. 


Most of the time we are, so to speak, 
weighted to the ground by our 
physical being; bound inextricably to 
its needs and appetites. We run the 
risk of being dominated by them to the 
neglect of what is spiritual in us. 


THERE IS a balance of the physical 
and spiritual that must be maintained 
if we are to realize our full human 


, development. This is implicit in the 


Shasta County. 


These men came to stay in fairly large 
numbers after gold was discovered in 
1849 in large, mineable amounts.

Studs is not a character to invite our 
sympathy—he is an unambitious, inarti- 
culate hard-case who never outgrows his 
‘adolescent dreams of glory as leader of 
the local gang of toughs. This story of a lost 
soul is told with almost unrelieved 
pessimism and despair against which 
Studs “pulls down the shades” by constant 
drinking. ; 

What might be of interest to the 1979 
viewer is the picture the programs present 
of Farrell’s vision of the society.in which 
Studs is such a hopeless misfit: 


Emphasizing as it does the underside of 
urban life half-a-century ago, this vision, of 
course, is by no means a balanced view of 
the cultural struggle between conflicting 
values that was in reality part of the 
ethnics’ transition from slum to middle- 
class security. 


Even so, there may be some value in 


_recalling, for example, the. religious 


bigotry and narrow-mindedness of an 
earlier period in American history. Such a 
recollection can serve as a corrective to 
the easy nostalgia we sometimes exper- 
ience for the “good old days.”

liturgical seasons when we are called 
to deeper concentration on the 

- spiritual and it seems only reasonable 
to expect that emphasis on the 
physical should be lessened at the 
same time. 


Fasting complements prayer. It was 
Jesus’ own practice to both pray and 
fast, so we do not need to question 
their value. Although fasting falls 
under the categorization of self-denial 
it is not so much a denial of self as an 
affirmation that self is so much more 
than the physiological. 

Archbishop Fulton Sheen says that 
God does not ask-us to “give up” the 
material, physical things, as to 
exchange them for something better. 
Lenten fasting is not so much a matter 
of “giving up” food—to a greater or 
lesser degree—as of “taking on” a 
profounder spiritual orientation and 
accentuating what brings us closer 
to union with God. 


TO SPEAK OF fasting as a discipline 
is to use the word in its pure sense as 
an instruction, a teaching for a 
disciple. Through it, it is possible to 
come to greater knowledge of self and 


town, Middletown, Muletown and Red 
Bluff. They don’t role off the tongue such 
as San Luis Rey, Sacramento, or even San 
Diego de Alcala. 


In 1853 Shasta County received its first 
Catholic priest, Father Martin Francis 
Schwenninger, a native of Innsbruck, 
Austria. He was a Benedictine who came 
to upstate New York to serve the German 
immigrants. Then, in 1852, he accepted 
the invitation of Archbishop Alemany to 
come to the vast archdiocese of San 


~ Francisco. 


His parish covered 20,000 square 
miles, from Yreka to Glenn County, from 
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deeper awareness of that part of us 
wherein we encounter God. 

When the church dropped the 
requirement of rigorous fasting she 
was not denying the value of fasting 
but recognizing the greater value of 
voluntary fasts. In effect, she was 
crediting us with a spiritual maturity 
we may not have attained. 

By and large, the bulk of the faithful 
has not responded with voluntary 
disciplines to replace what was 
previously compulsory. In the main, 
we seem to have merely enjoyed 
being more comfortable during Lent 


and at Christmas and on Sunday © 


mornings! 

CHRISTIANITY is an adult calling to 
which we seem satisfied, over and 
again, to respond like adolescents. 
That is why we so greatly need times 
like Lent which encourage us to step 
aside from the ordinary and face the 
extra-ordinary fact that it is in the 
spiritual rather than the physical that 
enduring reality is found. 

Thank God for Lent! It is a time—if 
we are willing—to revive the old 
disciplines in a new way and learn a 
little more of what we are meant to be. 


The church in Northern California 


Weaverville to Modoc County. In 1856 this 
parish was divided and Father Schwen- 
ninger took the Weaverville area, while 
Father Raphael (Ralph) Rainaldi took over 
Shasta County.

A little man 
but big enough 


for God |

The story of Zacchaeus the tax collector, told only by Luke 
(19:1-10), is a delightful one, composed with unobtrusive 
artistry without a touch of visual humor. .~ 


The story line is simple enough. Jesus, on his way to 
Jerusalem, was passing through Jericho. He had just restored 
sight to a blind man and, not surprisingly, had attracted quite a 
bit of attention. In fact, he was so surrounded by people that it 
was difficult to see him. But the chief tax collector of the area 
was determined to get a look at him. 


LIKE THE BLIND man, he too “wanted to see” (Luke 
18:41). Unfortunately, he was short and, even when he stood 
on tip-toe, his view was blocked. But resourceful by nature, he 
figured out a way to satisfy his curiosity. 


Just up ahead, directly in the line of march, he spotted a 
sycamore tree, not very tall as trees go (a Zacchaeus of the tree 
family), but big enough for his purpose. Quickly he ran ahead 
and scrambled up. In all likelihood he was not very athletic (was 
he fat as well as short?), and the running and climbing, made no 


easier by his flowing garments, left him panting and perspiring * 


(Jericho is sub-tropical). 


Just as he was congratulating himself on his cleverness and 
catching his breath, Jesus passed directly beneath him, looked 
up and said: “Zacchaeus, hurry down. I mean to stay at your 
house today.” Hurry down? He had just hurried up. 


COMPLETELY surprised and delighted at his extra- 
ordinary good luck, he scrambled down, none too gracefully, 
and welcomed Jesus to his house. However, the hostile 
grumbling of the crowd dulled the edge of his happiness. 


In their eyes he was, by reason of his profession, a “sinner” of 
the type with whom the “better” people did not associate. As so 
often happened, everyone began to murmur against Jesus: “He 
has gone to a sinner’s house as a guest.” 


The next verse (Luke 19:8). is, in the opinion of some 
scholars, Luke’s own contribution to the narrative. For one 
thing, Zacchaeus addresses Jesus by his post-resurrection 
title, “Lord.” Be that as it may, the verse adds considerably to 
the psychological drama: Zacchaeus stood his ground and said 
to the Lord: “I give half my belongings, Lord, to the poor. If I 
have defrauded anyone in the least, I pay him back fourfold.” 


ONE IS REMINDED immediately of Luke’s parable of the 
pharisee and the tax collector, which he has just recounted in 
the preceding chapter. There too a tax collector was the hero, 
with the pharisee being rejected precisely because he had 
bragged to God about all his good works: “I fast twice a week, I 
pay tithes on all I possess” (Luke 18:12). 


But what a difference. Zacchaeus was not boasting; he was 
rather naively stating the plain facts, facts which did not make 
him a saint but did contradict the crowd’s low opinion of him. 


For all his cleverness, he was quite uncomplicated and 
transparently honest. He didn’t deny being a crook. In fact, he 
more than implied that he had cheated on occasion. But his 
conscience always caught up with him somehow and he made 
restitution, quite in excess of what the law demanded (Exodus 
21:37; Numbers 5:5-7). 


JESUS SENSED this basic goodness of the man—the 
childlike ingenuousness of his climbing the tree told him 
something—and he replied with equal simplicity: “Today 
salvation has come to this house, for this is what it means to be 
ason of Abraham. The Son of Man has come to search out and 
save what was lost” (Luke 19:9-10). 

So many of the traits of Luke’s gospel shine through this 
story: joy, simplicity, forgiveness, concern for the despised, 
universal salvation. And it offers a corrective for Luke’s readers 
& £ 


Each of us is called to pursue ever greater under- 
standing. Each of us is called to be fully human. Each of 
us is called to become like Jesus. The paths we take are 
diverse, but the destination is the same. 


In Luke’s gospel account of Zacchaeus the tax 
collector, we see that God is understanding. And when 
we compare Luke’s story of the Pharisee and 
Zacchaeus’ story, we learn something about motives for 
our actions. And we learn that God is both concerned 
about us and anxious to forgive us. 


From time to time, we need to examine our motives 
for what we do. Are we so caught up in our daily 
activities that we are behaving more like machines than 
people? Are our achievements Christ-centered or self- 
centered? Are we giving ourselves to Christ and others? 
Or are we giving for our own self-gratification?

who might have been discouraged by his insistence on 
renunciation, his obvious bias in favor of the poor. 


Again, in the immediately preceding chapter, he had told of 
Jesus’ encounter with a rich official. In answer to the man’s 
eager question about what we must do to “share in everlasting 
life,” Jesus told him: “Sell all you have and give to the poor. 
Then come and follow me” (Luke 18:22). 


BUT NOW LUKE hastens to reassure us that riches are 
not a necessary barrier to discipleship. Jesus unquestioningly 
accepts Zacchaeus’ assurances of generosity and does not 
demand that he go all the way. 


And, most importantly, he accepts Zacchaeus. 
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Charity: where 
does it begin and 
where does it end?

“Charity begins at home.” 


No, these words are not from the bible, although they 
frequently are quoted with a reverence and certitude reserved 
for Holy Writ. They are the words of a pagan author, Terence, 
who penned them about 200 years before Jesus began his 
public ministry. 

SOME CENTURIES later, a wit completed the couplet by 
adding “...and usually ends there.” 


Where does charity begin? Where does it end? In an affluent 
society like ours, is there need for personal charity? 


As Christians we confront such questions, in one form or 
another, almost daily. Often we regard them as purely political 
or economic and see no religious or moral dimension to them. 


WHERE DOES charity begin? It begins with Christ. Charity 
is love, not love in the narrow physical and sensual sense of the 
popular ballad and movie, but love in the sense revealed by 
Jesus in his life of perfect love for men and women. 


Where does charity end? St. Paul answers that in I 
Corinthians 13. “Love never ends.” Yes, we agree. Love does 
not come to an end, but people’s need for charity does. How 
nice it is to be able to switch words around to suit ourselves. 
Charity has such an institutional and impersonal ring, doesn’t 
it? 

Euphemisms -heéip us avoid reality. When we say someone 
“passed on” instead of saying she died, we are only fooling 
ourselves. Death is death and no other word changes it. Love is 
love. It is something that we are called to by Christ’s word and 
by his life. We are called to love the Father as Christ loved him, 
and we are called to love one another as Christ loved us. 


GOD COULD have left us unredeemed, unreconciled, 
separated from him forever. After all, we have ratified our 
separation from God by original sin through our individual 
personal sin. We have validated humanity’s decision for 
selfishness. God could have left us unredeemed, but he didn’t. 


Yet, we so easily say, he or she or they don’t deserve help. 
They have gotten themselves into it. Let them get themselves 
out of it. Sort of reminds you of the parable of the ungrateful 
servant, doesn’t it? You remember, the one who was forgiven 
the great debt by his master, then had a friend tossed in prison 
for a much smaller amount. 


And how about the fact that in the United States provisions 
are made for the poor? There are food stamps, Aid for Families 
with Dependent Children, Medicare, Medicaid, the whole 
system of public welfare. Our tax money goes for that, doesn’t 
it? Isn’t. that charity? : 


THE ANSWER is yes. This will to help others on the part of 
the government is consciously or unconsciously the gospel in 
action. But does it relieve us of our public obligation to reach 
out in unselfish love to others? 

The answer is no. 

Nothing relieves us of our gospel mandate to love as Jesus 
did. Our obligation to be charitable is no more or less than 
Jesus’ command to us to love as he has loved us (John 15:12). 

To ignore that command is to return to the greed and 


selfishness that Jesus died to overcome. Charity begins with 
Christ. It never ends. But we can close our hearts to it.

_ He understood how to 


relate humanism with Christ

Spirituality, like religion in general, rides the 


tension wire between the divine and the 
human. Some writers are so mystical and 
divine that one wonders if they think of 
themselves as angels. 


Other authors are so humanistic that one 
may conjecture they have lost sight of the 
mystery of grace. The great spiritual writers 
seem more at home with both the godly and 
human dimensions. 


SUCH WAS the Holy Ghost priest, 
Father Edward Leen. A well educated man— 
Rockwell College in Cashel, Ireland; Univer- 
sity College, Dublin; Rome’s Gregorian 
University—Father Leen could very well have 
remained an abstract intellectual with no 
pastoral interests, nor any special spiritual 
bent either. 


Probably, the two years he spent in the 
African missions helped temper a tendency to 
bookishness and teach him how to link the 
human, pastoral situation with the worlds of 
philosophy and theology. 


Moreover, his appointment as president of 
Blackrock College, with the attendant 


administrative headaches, would also free’ 


him from an exaggerated preoccupation with 
the realm of ideas. 


HIS EXPERIENCE in the missions moved 
him to play a key role in the founding of the 
Missionary Sisters of the Holy Rosary in 1924. 


That was the same year he published.a 
series of articles on the eucharist that earned 
him a rebuke from the Irish bishops, who 
feared that his opinions would lead to 
misunderstanding of the sacrament. They 
asked him to retract his articles, which he 
promptly did, declaring that he had not 
intended by his writings to teach a view of the 
eucharist that would be at odds with tradi- 
tional understandings. 


That experience with the Irish bishops 
sobered his enthusiasm for writing for over a 
decade. But from that time on he wrote a 
series of books that won him worldwide 
acclaim, especially from those interested in 
spirituality and prayer. 


HIS FIRST MAJOR work, “Progress in 


Mental Prayer,” has become a classic. This 
book along with “In the Likeness of Christ,” 
“Why the Cross?” and “The True’ Vine and 
Its Branches” established him as a major 
force in the area of spirituality. Central to his 
teaching was the relationship between the 
person and Christ. 


Father Leen. emphasized the immediate 
presence of Jesus, full of love and forgive- 
ness, and the responsibility of the spiritual 
searcher to become aware of this dynamic 
presence. 


In contemporary terms Father Leen was 
stressing the Christ of Easter, the Christ of 
faith to whom we must turn for salvation and 
personal growth. Not that he ignored the 
Christ of the New Testament and its historical 
narratives, but he always came back again 
and again to the Jesus who lives now and 
wants to touch our lives. 


HE SPOKE of Jesus in positive terms as 
one full of mercy and concern. In this he 
moved away from the excessive preoccupa- 
tion of some writers with Jesus as the strict 
judge ever demanding our repeated repent- 


ance for sins. Father Leen admitted the reality . 


of sin and evil, was ready to defend Christ’s 
role as judge, but saw what was part of a 
larger vision of Jesus. 


In “Why the Cross?” Father Leen offered a 
view of the passion that studiously avoided 
making the redeemed feel full of guilt for Holy 
Week, and instead pointed to the deliverance 
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from guilt and sin which Jesus achieved for 
those who accepted his work on faith. 


Father Leen was deeply affected by the 
20th century’s interest in psychology. This 
offered him intellectual access to the human 
side of the religious relationship with God. 


IN HIS BOOK, “What Is Education?” he 
urged religious educators to move away from 
the abstract logical way of teaching religion 
and turn to the affective, psychological side. 
In doing this, he claimed, the love and mercy 
of God will be noted more clearly and people 
will obtain a better access to divine affection. 


Father Leen loved Americans. After a 
lecture tour in 1939, he declared: “Far from 
finding a people who were materialistic in 
outlook, I have come in contact with a 
Spirituality which has astounded me, and I 
would say, abashed me.” 


Americans of those years responded with 
equal enthusiasm. Father Leen’s books were 
the most widely read in seminaries, convents 
and adult education groups during those 
years. Countless thousands found spiritual 
insight and consolation in his stylish prose— 
he wrote like Newman—and inspiring writing. 


HE UNDERSTOOD how to take con- 
temporary humanism, especially in its 
psychological expression, and relate it to the 
adventure of the Christian with Christ. He 
presents a Christ who has affection for us. 


Small wonder that so many of his readers 
returned that affection to the Lord in kind.

Talking Point—Conflict in missionary role 


Does spiritual or social teaching come first?

WASHINGTON (NC)—Conflict 
between evangelization and social 
development efforts in the life of a 
missionary can be resolved event- 
ually, according to a Missionary of 
Africa (White Fathers) priest who 
served more than six years in Zaire. 


“Each priest, depending on his 
qualities, is inclined one way.or other: 
to development work or to strictly 
parish work,” said Father David 
Clement. “Although others may not 
agree, | think there has to be a 
balanced approach to these areas on 
the part on the missionary.” 


FATHER CLEMENT, now treasurer 
of the U.S. Province of the White 
Fathers, served in bush missions in 
Zaire. His most recent overseas 
assignment was for a year, until 
February 1978, in the Aba mission in 
the northeast corner of Zaire, on the 
borders of Sudan and Uganda. 


The mission had been virtually 
abandoned in 1964 when the six 
White Fathers and four Belgian sisters 
stationed there were killed during the 
rebellion in Zaire. 


“What really kept the mission alive,” 
Father Clement said, “was the older 
people who had been so well trained 

-in the faith. They knew by heart the 
prayers and the catechism they had 
learned 30 years ago.” 

THE PRIEST SAID that parishes in 
Africa are four or five times the size of 
parishes in the United States. “The 
spiritual work is overwhelming. The 
Aba mission alone has 30,000 
Catholics and 35 outstations to visit. 
The distances are great and the roads 
in most parts are very bad, especially 
in the rainy season. 
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“Yet, despite the large amount of 
parish work, my gut reaction is that it 
would have been helpful if we could 
have gotten more involved in social 
development work. To free priests for 
more involvement in social develop- 
ment we need to train more cate- 
chists,” he said. 

Father Clement said that in many 
parts of Africa the priest is one of the 
few persons who can help Africans in 
the field of social development 
because they have studied the 
techniques of farming, cooperatives, 
hygiene and business administration. 


“1 WAS MORE inclined toward the 
spiritual aspects, perhaps in part 
because of the huge amount of work 
that had to be done in this area, but I 
definitely would have preferred more 
social development work,” Father 
Clement said. 


“For example, the Aba mission has 
a coffee plantation of 10,000 trees, 
but the plantation had deteriorated 


without someone to supervise it. The 


grass around it was six feet high, the 
trees had to be pruned, and new ones 
had to be planted and watered,” 
Father Clement said. 


“Normally you should get about two 
pounds of coffee per tree, but the first 
year the yield was about half of that. 
The plantation workers were paid 
from mission funds, and some of the 
money from the sale of coffee beans 
went toward the repair of the mission 
church.” 


FATHER CLEMENT said he could 
get to the plantation only once a week 
to help out, although his presence 
there more often would have 
encouraged the workers more 
because “they tend to lose interest in
